Commission accepts proposal for Enterprise Police 
Department to handle sheriff's department dispatching

The Coffee County 
Commission resolved the issue 
concerning dispatching services 
for the sheriff's department 
Monday, Nov. 10, during its reg- 
ular bimonthly meeting. 

Commissioner Jim Thompson 
brought the matter before the 
commission saying Sheriff Ben 
Moates had looked at additional 
options for dispatching other 
than services currently being 
provided by the Elba Police 
Department. 

During the previous commis- 
sion meeting, Moates presented 
a request from the City of Elba 
asking the county to begin pay- 
ing $60,000 per year or $5,000 
per month for the dispatching 
services, 

The city had been providing 
this service to the county for 
more than two years without 
compensation, and officials said 
the Elba department could no 
longer continue in that manner. 

According to city officials, 
the dispatching services for the 
county consume approximately 
40 percent of the dispatch work- 
load for that department. The 
proposal was quoted as a means 
to compensate the city for these 
services, 

Monday morning, Thompson 
again mentioned the Elba quote 
at $60,000 per year to be paid in 
monthly installments of $5,000. 
He said the sheriff also provided 


a quote that it would to take at 
least $90,000 per year for the 
county to handle its own dis- 
patching. Finally, Thompson 
said the sheriff met with. city 
officials from Enterprise, and 
they also provided a quote. 

He said this quote indicated 
the Enterprise Police 
Department could provide dis- 
patching services to the county 
at $30,000 per year to be paid in 
monthly installments of $2,500. 

“Il personally think this is 
something we need to do,” 
Thompson said. 

He offered a motion to accept 
the quote from the City of 
Enterprise to allow the 
Enterprise Police Department to 
begin handling the dispatching 
services for the county at 
$30,000 per year. Commissioner 
Tom Grimsley provided a sec- 
ond to the motion, and it passed 
by a unanimous vote (commis- 
sioners Robert Stephens and 
Linda Westbrook were not pres- 
ent). 

Before moving on, 
Conimissioner Doug Dalrymple 
stressed this change does not in 
any way affect the current E-911 
service. He said this is a com- 
pletely different service, and the 
E-911 service will remain work- 
ing exactly as it has been. 

Revenue commissioner 
Ronnie Burns addressed the 
commission to ask for the cre- 
ation of an office manager's 
position at the Enterprise office. 


Burns said he had previously 
sent a couple of letters making 
this request, but the commission 
had not addressed it. 

He expressed his concern for 
not being allowed to meet face 
to face with commissioners dur- 
ing the budget process and said 
he believes elected officials 
should be able to meet with the 
commission to discuss the budg- 
el. 

Burns added that the probate 
office already has this type posi- 
tion in both Elba and Enterprise; 
therefore, he again asked» the 
commission to create an office 
manager’s position at his 
Enterprise office. 

Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks offered a motion to cre- 
ate the position with a second 
from Commissioner Jessie 
Lewis. 

If approved, Burns said the 
position will be filled by pro- 
moting an employee already 
working in the office, therefore, 
he also asked for a pay raise for 
this employee. 

County administrator Wilson 
Mobley pointed out that the 
raise asked for by Burns would 
exceed the county's current pol- 
icy for employee raises, 

Commissioner Thompson 
offered an amended motion with 
a second from Commissioner 
Grimsley to give the employee a 
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charge to the person trying to 
colleet child support,” MeAliley 
explained. “Also, since the dis- 
trict attorney's office is a state 
agéncy, no court costs are 
charged if the lawyers in my 
office prepare and file the action, 

He said a person who fails to 
pay for the support of their chil- 


dren can be sued civilly (seek

Elba City Council passes ordinances for fire department

The Elba City Council passed 
two ordinances Monday 
evening, both dealing with the 
fire department. The first is 
designed to set health standards 
for volunteer fire fighters. The 
second established a $500 
charge when the fire department 
responds to a call to save or pro- 
tect property. Both ordinances 
passed on a vote of five for and 
one abstaining. Council member 
David Banstra, who serves on 
the fire department, abstained to 
prevent the appearance of a con- 
flict of interest. 

City officials explained that 


most fire insurance policies 
cover this charge already, and 
the city is just trying to cover 
rising costs of operation without 
increasing taxes. Mayor James 
Grimes said he doesn’t expect to 
see anyone who has lost his or 
her home hounded for money, 
nor hauled into court as a result 
of this new ordinance. It is just 
an effort to recover what fire 
insurance companies are already 
charging most Alabama policy- 
holders, 

The ordinafice dealing with

During Coffee County BOE meeting 
Chairman and vice chairman elected for FY2004

The Coffee County Board of 
Education conducted a short 
annual meeting Thursday 
evening, Nov. 6, and began by 
electing a chairman and vice 
chairman for Fiscal Year 2004. 

Charles Walker and Danny 
Jernigan again accepted the posi- 
tions as the board quickly and 
clearly voted its opinion regard- 
ing the matter.

Council members 
were told this is to help protect a 
volunteer (and others working 
with him) from getting hurt 
fighting a fire when the injury 
was caused because of an indi- 
vidual’s personal health prob- 
lems.

Trespass- fall, fault, offence, 
sin; “a stepping aside from the 
correct path” 

No matter how different the rest 
of our challenges may be, every 
believer can count on a multi 
tude of challenges to forgive 
Remember, God's primary 
agenda in the life of a believer is 
to conform the child into the 
likeness of His Son, Jesus 
Christ. No other word sums up 
His character in relationship to 
us like the word forgiving. We 
never look more like Christ than 
when we forgive; since that’s 
God's goal, we're destined, for 
plenty of 
believe we can safely say that 
we, as ambassadors of Christ in 
this generation, have literally 
been called to a ministry of for 
piveness. 

Perhaps nothing is harder than 
forgiveness. Let's face it. Each 
of us have been confronted by 
some pretty overwhelming chal- 
lenges to forgive. Some seem 
unforgivable. For instance, 
sometimes the person who hurt 
us isn’t sorry or won't take 
responsibility, or is in the grave. 
Or the person might be sorry but 
refuses to recompense. Perhaps 
the person simply doesn’t 
deserve our forgiveness. After 
all, forgiveness would make 
everything OK, and we want the 
record to show we're not OK. 
We must understand that God’s 
relenting insistence on our for- 
giveness is for our own sakes, 
not the sake of the one who 
hurt us, God is faithful. He 
will plead our case and take up 
our cause but only when we 
make a deliberate decision to 
cease representing ourselves in 
the matter. 

Innumerable strongholds are 
connected to an unwillingness 
to forgive. Left untreated, 
unforgiveness becomes spiritual 
cancer. Bitterness takes root, 
and since the root feeds the rest 
of the tree, exery, Brune oF our 
lives and every each 
limb ultimately ‘become’ poi- 
soned. The bottom line is, 
unforgiveness makes us sick. 
Always spiritually, often emo- 
tionally, and surprisingly often 
physically. 

What is forgiveness? The Greek 
translation for “forgiveness” is 
to “send forth or away, let go 
from oneself, to let go from 
one’s power, possession. To let 
go from one’s attendance, occu- 
pancy.” Forgiveness is our 
determined and deliberate will- 
ingness to let something go. To 
release it from our possession.

To be willing and ready for it to 
no longer occupy us God is not 
asking us to let it go haphazard- 
ly in to the black hole of nonex- 
istence. Forgiveness means let- 
ting it go to God. Letting it go 
from our power to His 
Forgiveness is the ongoing act 
by which we agree with God 
over the “matter, practice the 
mercy He's extended to us, and 
surrender the situation, the 
repercussions, and the hurtful 
person to Him. 

The Word of God clearly teach- 
es that Satan takes tremendous 
advantage of any unforgiveness 
in our lives (2 Cor, 2:11) 
Unforgiveness qualifies as one 
of the most powerfully effective 
forms of bondage in any beliey 
er’s life. We cannot tolerate it, 
Yes, this stronghold demands 


sserious demolition, but the liber- 


ty you will feel when you final- 
ly let go is mexpressible. 
Forgiveness is the ultimate 
“weight loss!” 

Praying About the Person 
You Need to Forgive 

Praying about the person who 
has hurt us is necessary before 
we find any real measure of 
freedom to sincerely pray for 
the person. What do I mean by 
praying about them? If mean 
learning to tell on them to God. 
Yes, I’m talking about tattling. 
Learning to tell God what 
they've done to you and how 
upset you are. Learning to tell 
Him all the things you feel and 
how unfair you believe someone 
has been to you. 

David, a man after God's own 
heart, serves as an example of 
this truth. Ps. 142:2, “I poured 
out my complaint before him: I 
shewed before him my. trouble.” 
David in one Psalms after 
another is the very one who 
spoke of those who had hurt or 
offended him. (Ps, 5:9, 17:10- 
11, 31:11-12) 

Does is sounds like vented 
anger, whining, complaining, 
and tattling to you? It is! And 
we, too, are invited to bring our 
complaints to God when we are 
overwhelmed. The concept of 
pouring out suggests that some 
of the contents in heart need to 
go—like hurt, anger, despair, 
doubt, bitterness, unforgiveness, 
and confusion. The idea is to 
pour out the bitter waters that 
well up in our hearts so that God 
can pour wellsprings of living, 
sweet waters back in. Oh, what 
healing we would find if we 
only understood that God is 
about real living. We leave Him 
out of feelings, emotions, temp- 
tations, and situations He made 
Himself totally available to 
treat. God desires our whole 
hearts... whatever they encase. 
Instead of David pouring his 
heart out to people, he poured it

This way, we 
also get a chance to see if some 
thing seems ridiculous, out of 
proportion, or right on target 
When you pour out your heart to 
God over an injury, you almost 
always feel better. Just petting it 
off your chest helps immensely 
As we pour oul, a wonderful 
thing happens: we make room 
for God to pour in. Our omnis- 
cient God knows that a heart 
heals when a heart changes. 
Until we make room for fresh 
contents that change our hearts, 
we will never be healed from 
the injury and subsequent feel- 
ings of unforgiveness. 


Praying For The Person You 
Need To Forgive 

After we have practiced pouring 
our hearts out to God through 
praying about the person, it’s 


-time to additionally begin pray- 


ing for the person. . I already 
know what you may be thinking 
because I used to feel the same 
way. “Why should I pray for a 
person who has hurt me so 
badly?” Matt. 5:34-35 states, 
“But I say unto you, Love your 
enemies, bless them that curse 
you, do good to them that hate 
you, and pray for them which 
despitefully use you and perse- 
cute you. That ye may be the 
children of your Father which 
is in heaven, for he maketh his 
sun to rise on the evil and on 
the good, and sendeth rain on 
the just and on the unjust.” 
Peter 3:9, “Do not repay evil 
with evil or insult with insult, 
but with blessing, because to 
this_you were called, That's 
right! We were called to this. 

The invitation to bless when the 
cesb of the world would curse is 
one of the very characteristics 
that sets us apart and causes 
people to take note of our faith. 
What have we gained if we do it 
our way? An ulcer? A bad heart? 
Unending depression? Such bit- 
terness that no one wants to be 
around us?

*** Back when Troy State was 4-4 the talk was that the Trojans 
would run the board and post a big 8-4 record. Since then the 
Trojans have dropped two straight to teams that will be in their con- 
ference next season, and all of the sudden the Trojans are haping 
pe they can win the last two and avoid a losing season. The losses 
o the major college powers take their toll on the Troy State players 
both mentally and physically, and as the season rolls on those nag- 
ging pains get worse and can lead to less than outstanding play. Troy 
State is still a pretty good team, but the Trojans simply are not a 
major college football team. 

*** The college football experts had to be scratching their heads 
last weekend after top ten teams Florida State, Miami and Virginia 
Tech all lost. This time of the year those so-called experts are busy 
trying to line up the bowl games, but the only thing that is certain

Five county residents arrested on drug charges 


Local Jaw enforcement offi 
vers continue fo stay busy in 
their fight against methampheta 
mine in Coffee County and 
recently arrested several resi- 
dents associated with the manu 
facture of the drug 

According to officials, a traf 
fic stop Wednesday, Oct. 29, by 
Elba Police Sergeant Jeff 
Shelton led to the arrest of an 
Elba man for unlawful manufae- 
ture of a controlled substance, 

Sgt, Shelton stopped the 
vehicle after receiving informa- 
fon on a passenger within the 
vehicle. He received consent to 
search the vehicle and found 
chemicals commonly used in 
the manufacture of metham- 
phetamine 

Timothy Lee Waldon, age 36, 
of Guyton Street, Elba, was 
arrested at the scene and charged 
with unlawful manufacture of a 
controlled substance Il, Waldon 
was transported to the Coffee 
County Jail and held under a 
$100,000 bond. 

Sgt. Shelton was assisted in 
the arrest by Elba Police officer 
Austin Redman, 

On Saturday, Nov. 15, officers 


seized a methamphetamine lab 
in New Brockton as cooks were 
finishing the last of the manufac 
ture process 

Investigator Mark Anderson, 
deputy Neal Bradley and officer 
Ashley Paul went to the resi 
dence at 414 West McKinnon 
Street in New Brockton after 
receiving reliable information 
that a meth cook was tiking 
place at the residence. 

Upon arriving at this resi- 
dence, the officers were able to 
detect the odor associated with 
the manufacture of methamphet 
amine coming trom the house, 
und  investivator Anderson 
received consent from the occu- 
pants to search the residence. 

The officers called for assis 
tance and were joined at the 
scene by New Brockton assistant 
chief Dale Grimes. deputy 
Lance Tindol, Elba Police offi- 
cer Austin Redman and Elba 
Police investigator Tony 
Harrison, 

The search led to the discov- 
ery of a meth lab in use when 
officers arrived. According to 
officials, it was in the final stage 
of the cook process, and several 


items were found including meth 
oil, meth powder, four firearms, 
assorted smoking devices and 
paraphernalia 

Arrested and charged with 
unlawful manufacture of a con- 
trolled substance first degree 
were David Harold Lee, age 40; 
Brenda Faye Lee, age 39; and 
Jennifer Lee Tidwell, age 21, all 
of which reside at the New 
Brockton residence, Taurence 
Yaphet Marshall, age 21, of 210 
North Brock Street, New 
Brockton, was also arrested’ at 
the scene and charged with 
unlawful manufacture of a con- 
trolled substance first degree 

Marshall was placed in the 
Coffee County Jail under a 
$100,000 bond 

Tidwell was placed in the 
Coffee County Jail under a 
$100,000 bond and a hold for 
Montgomery County for out- 
Standing warrants in that county. 

David and Brenda Lee were 
placed in the Coffee County Jail 
with no bond due to the fact both 
are currently out on bond in 
Coffee County for previous 
charges of unlawful manufacture 
of a controlled substance.

Cole said the objective of the 
program is to help very low- 


income Owner occupants of 


modest single family homes in 
rural areas make necessary 
repairs to those homes, and loan 
fund are available to improve or 
modernize a home, make it 
more sanitary or remove health 
and safety hazards. He also said 
for homeowners age 62 and 
over who cannot repay a loan, 
grant funds may be available. 
Cole said loan funds may be 
used to improve or modernize a 
home as long as the dwelling 
remains modest, and grant funds 
may be used only for repairs 
necessary to remoye safety and 
health hazards or remodel 
dwellings to make them accessi- 
ble and usable for household 
members with disabilities, 


Other requirements of the 
program include: « Loans origi- 
nated, approved ‘and closed 
through USDA Rural 
Development's local offices; * 
Loan and grant applicants’ 
adjusted household income 
must not exceed the very low- 
income Category for the area; * 
Loan applicants must have a 
credit: history that indicates a 
reasonable ability and willing- 
ness to meet their debt obliga- 
tions; * To qualify for a loan, the 
applicant must have reliable 
income sufficient for repay- 
ment. If an applicant is 62 or 
older and lacks the ability to 
repay the entire amount through 
a loan, they may be eligible for 
a grant to cover the portion that 
cannot be funded through a loan 
(a loan and grant combination); 
* The applicant must own and 
occupy the property to be 
repaired with loan or grant 
funds; * Applicants with assets 
in excess of limits ($7,500 or 
$10,000 for elderly applicants) 
must use those assets to meet 
their needs associated with the 
repair of the property; * The 
dwelling being improved must 
be considered modest for the 
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
